P olitic iu u s M eet.

Tlioug h 110 doubt exists any long er among 
politicians that Rosro Conkling is sincere iu hi« 
determ ination not to q uit private life, yet, asido 
from B laiue, no man is the subject of moro 
g ossip when poltticiaus of this state meet than 
Conkling is. 
Let a g roup of men who are or 
have been active in political m atters bo tog ether 
for any leng th of timo aud Conkling ’s name is 
certain to be broug ht up. 
When once men- 
tiouod it leads to a g reat deal of g oHnip respeetL- 
ing his habits, hi« profeswional success, his 
views of public affairs, aud to all sorts of con^ 
jecturesas to what would happen were lie vol­ 
untarily to return to ' public life, or should be 
compelled to do so by such a call as no mau 
over yet has heard aud refused to obey. 
Tilia tendency was especially noticed by the 
w riter at Saratog a tliis week. 
After the form al 
and purely perfunctory business which called 
the Stato Committee tog ether was finished, tho 
m em bers of it met with other politicians who 
were drawn to Saratog a iu different g roup» on 
the hotel piazzas, as is tho custom upon such 
occasions. 
In all tliese g roups the nam e of 
Conkling was broug ht up, and the rem arkable 
feature of tho conversation which followed was 
the assertion of politicians from all parts of the 
state of a tendency they had noticed that is 
showing itself among the people to place Couk- 
ling back on tho hig h pedestal ho occupied in 
187H, wlieu he was at the climax of his g reat 
intluonce in the state. 
“Do you think Conkling is aware of this feel­ 
ing ?” asked a niember of the state committee 
who used to be a half-breed, but is now' a Platt 
man, of a form er state ofiii^or who is now aud 
always has been a warm friend of C\)ukling . 
“Yes,” ho replied, “I know it. 
When (Jonk- 
ling was beatón in his clTort to be returned to 
tho Senate in 18 S1. I believe he felt g rievously 
sore over what ho believed to be a complete 
loss of his pro.stig e and influence witli the peo­ 
ple. 
He never cared much about the praises of 
active politicians, for he once said that Calhoun 
was rig ht when he declared that neither honor 
nor sincerity prevailed among professional ])ol- 
iticians as a cla-ss. 
Rut ho did keenly relish the 
evidences of popular approval and confidence 
of which he had exnerienced so many, and tho 
bitterest blow of all during that sad sum m er of 
18S1 was the conviction that ho had lost that 
esteem .” 
“Rut he is now convinced that he never lost 
it, and the thoug lit rejoices him , as I happen to 
know b y som ething he said to me. 
You recol­ 
lect, senator, that when Conkling came to Al­ 
bany as counsel for the Senate committee what a 
8nr])rÍ8Íug reception he had. 
Tho conunittee 
room was jamiued wi<h people, and when he 
entered it voii recall w hat a dem onstration of 
applause tliex’o was. 
When ho beg an his speech 
he was ag ain cheered, and when he finished, for 
five m inutes there wore cheers and tho most 
splendid tributes of enteom. 
Now (’onkliug did 
appear to notice it. 
Ho was dig nified, courte­ 
ous, and apparently cold. 
Rut it touched him 
deeply. 
I mot him in New York i?ot long after, 
just as he was g oing to tline at the Carlton club, 
aud ho said that he would bo g lad if I would 
come in w ith him if convenient. 
I wont, and 
he then told mo that in all his experience he 
had never had such a tribute os that. 
Ho had 
been cheered and halloaed almost doaf, ho said, 
m any times before, but always when there was 
political excitement to account for it. 
Said he; 
‘In this case 1 was simply a private citizen. My 
business in Albany w as' ivurely non-partisan. 
I was a lawyer about to plead a causa 
There 
could have been no occasion for w hat I then 
heard and saw, but a sincere desire to express 
in a m anner that was most convenient, and at 
tho same time em phatic, some tribute of esteem 
for myself. 
It was spontaneouH, so far as I 
could judg e, aud therefure sincere, and touched 
me deeply.

It is true, but not the whole truth.

come for tho past two years has been more than 
íjí2tM),0()0, and 1 am told by lawy» rw in New 
York who oug ht to know, that no lawyer in 
the city for the pant live

m uch money 
as Mr. 
('otikling . 
He never 
takes a contiiig ent fee, for he is

severe in his adhesion 
to tlie code of pro­ 
fessional conduct, which ilocs not louk with 
favor on conting ent fees. 
A few days ag o Mr. 
Ct>nkling arg ued a patent ca**e in Chicag o in­ 
volving the rig ht to use tho paratiuo paper 
which is wrapped about candy aud other sticky 
substauces.

and he has had sev'U'al cvi-n larg er. 
There are 
le g a l firms in .Now \o rk , I am t^ild, which re ­ 
ceive m ore money in a y:'» r than Jilr. Conkling . 
earns, but no individiial lawyer earns more, 
probaK'ly none an mucii. 
It is true that Mr. 
Conkling has paid off .Ht)me .'fS(>,000 for wh:ch 
he was responsible to the creditors of tho late 
A. B. .Tohnson, o f Utica, but he has done more. 
Since he took up tho practice of law in New 
York city he has liiinidated oblig ations of one 
kijid or another am ounting to nearly 
and h.as done it in less than six \Vars.

F ata l R esult of a Surg ical 
Phiiacleiphia. 
From the Philadelj)hia Teleg raph. 
Melville Roese Dill, brother of United States 
M arshal Dill, died yesterday aftorno<ju diu'ing a 
surg ical operation, at the Bing ham house. 
Mr. 
Dill was 10 years of ag e, and fnr a very long 
time had been a g reat sufferer from hem or­ 
rhoids. 
Some time ag o ho came to this city 
fpom his home in Meyersville, Som erset county, 
aiid was successfully operated upon by Profes­ 
sor D. Hayes .\g uew, but there wa.^ a g radual re 
ttirn of the trouble in an ag j’ravated form , and 
he appointed yesterday afternoon, at tho !>ing - 
luim house, for a second operation. 
Profe.ssor 
Ag new aud Professor J. William White found 
Mr. Dill at that hour properly prepared for the 
operation, g iviug no evidence of either heart or 
kidney trouble, or any contra-indication to the 
afliulnistration of an auipsthetic. 
Sq uibb’s other was used, aud was adm inis- 
■tcrod on a towel folded in tiie shape of a c(Uie, 
ifi tho ordinary way. 
The patient took it very 
v^ell, and in about ten or fifteen m inutes was 
completely under its influence, w hereupon the 
operation was beg un. 
After tho first hem or- 
i*hoid had been tied, and while the second was 
being operated 
upon, tho patient suddenly 
stopped breathing . 
All etTorts were imme- 
diatoly made by both physicians to re.suscitato 
him. 
Artificial 
respiration 
was 
om- 
liloyed, 
electricity 
was 
u« e<1, 
flag ellations 
witli a towel wet in cold water, friction of tho 
limbs, draw ing forw ard of the tong ue, and all 
the usual metliods were resorted to w ithout 
avail. 
The patient’s heart boat for about three- 
q uarters of an hour, but it was al)solutely im ­ 
possible to induce him to make any natural 
movements of respiration, and he finally died 
in this condition. 
I’rot's. Ag new and White were soon to day re­ 
lative to the caso which is reg arded rare, and 
yet has had procodents in tho exp(‘rieuce of tJie 
most 
disting uished i>hysicians all over tho 
world. The ether used \ras pronnunced by both 
as undoubtedly the best that could be procured. 
They dechued that ether was the safest of aL 
ana'sthetios for operations req uiring any leug th 
of time. 
The q uantity taken »y the patient was 
exceeding ly small, many times that am ount 
being fre<iuently g iven w ithout the slig htest in­ 
dication of unfiivoralde results. 
The method 
of adm inistration was the one employed by 
these physicians for many years, during which 
time they have g iven it tog ether in thousands 
of cases, the present case being the only fatal 
one in all their joint experience. 
Neither of 
them, in their individual i>ractice, had had, it 
was stated, a fatal case before. 
Tlie death of Mr. Dill did not occur from 
heart disease, as the heart was carefullv ex­ 
amined before the ether was adm m istered, and 
no evidence of trouble found. 
In addition, it 
was said, the fact that the heart continued to 
pulsate for such a leng th of time after breath­ 
ing ceased, probably ])recludes the idea that it 
was in any way involved. 
The m anner in 
Avhich 
the ether was g iven—on a towel loosely folded, 
with an aperture at the apex of the cone—and 
tho small am ount of ether adniiuistc'red, to- 
g etiier with the deliberation with which the 
auH'sthesia was produced, all show that death 
did not result from an overdoso of ether, or 
from any mechanical interference with breath­ 
ing . 
It seems probal)lo that some sudden eff« *ct 
was produred upon that part of the brain which 
proHides over the movements of the breathing , 
so that what is tc<rmed the respiratory ceuter 
was involved, and tho stim ulus to the natural 
movements of breathing was removed. 
This 
may happen from what is called reflex action 
during operations; it m aybe the direct result 
of ether upon that center, or it ma)' conceivably 
occur throug h the ruptui o of a small bloorl 
vessel in the imm ediate neig hborhood of that 
part of the brain. 
In eithorof these events the 
occurrence is one which it would be imjiossible 
to foresee, 
and which neither the medical 
science of this day nor of all the years during 
which unfesthetics have been emploved has en­ 
abled the surg eon to recog nize in advance. 
Iu 
the first operation l» y Professor Ag now, there 
was not a svmptom to indicate that the patient 
could not talie ether with absolute safety, and ho 
was anxious to g o throug h the like ordeal to be 
relieved of his suiTcriug s.

{he poor, tho feeble, the old, the honorable, and 
so on. 
He is not merely told to spare the sen­ 
sibilities of o th e rs; he is shown how to spare 
them. 
I ’ims it comes about that the young 
Ciiiuese starts in life with tho instincts of a g en­ 
tleman, and often with the m anners aud p rin­ 
ciples of a finished pentlem.iiL

.Styles of K q nestrianisin.

Saddles are almost as various in- form and 
sti-ucture as the races of men who use horses, 
and so are styles of riding , and the man who 
dog matizes about his own saddle and style runs 
tho risk of being broug ht to shame. 
Nothing , 
for instance, can differ more from a cowboy’s 
scat and saddle than a Cossack's or Tercom an’a. 
nie cowboy sits straig ht-leg g ed on his fork, in 
what is called “toug s on a wall” fashion, in a 
hig h-poakod saddle, with his toes stuck out. 
The Cossack or Turcom an sits as ilat as if he 
were in a ehair, his leg form ing a rig ht ang le at 
the knee and his feet exactly parallel with tlie 
horse’s 
side. 
All three are superb riders, 
whether it l>e for sticking on, or g etting over 
roug h g round, or making long marches, or 
fig hting , or running away. 
If you arg ued with 
a Turcom an that he oug ht not to sit in a fla t 
saddle, with such short stirrups, but g et a 
W hituiau and stick his log out, like C apt Cod- 
mau, he would not laug h, because that is not 
his style, but ho would inwardly set you down 
as an idiot, besides being an infidel. 
There is also m nch nonsense talked about 
the proprietà' or im popriety of rising or “bob­ 
bing up and down” in tlie saddle during the 
trot when m.aking a journey, and occasionally 
a “True American” writes to the newspapers 
some sa<l drivel on the subjoct as a protest 
ag ainst the Ang lomaniac dudes who bob up and 
down on bang ed horses in the park. 
On tlie 
subject Captain Codman, too, appears to have 
been led astray. 
If 
you tise an Eng lish 
.saddle, it is simple crucly to the horse n >t to 
riso in trotting on a long ride, especially in the 
case of a heavy w eig ht 
In an Eng lish saddle 
the rider sits well behind his stirrups, which 
are rather short, a fashion approaching closely 
to tho Asiatic seat, and if he tries to sit close 
during the trot he strikes a horse a e.ita- 
pidtic blow at every stride in the tonderest 
portion of the animal s back. 
When he rif-es 
on the contrary, ho descends g ently, and he 
keeps his weig ht steady on the hoi-se by throw ­ 
ing it into his stirrups wheu hie hinder parts 
are in the air. 
The principle o f' the thing is in 
fact illustrated by the jockey’s practice of 
standing in his stirrups during a race and the 
Cos.sacks or Arabs during a charg e. 
In both 
cases what is soug ht is to avoid pounding the 
horse with a ir)0-pound mallot wheu the poor 
animal is trying to move iu a reg ular trot or 
g allop. 
In a m ilitary, or Mexican, or W hitman saddle 
the circum stances are wholly different. 
Tho 
rider almost 
stands straig ht-leg g ed 
in his 
stirrups when the 
horse is trotting aud 
keeps his weig ht on them, and at the samo time 
aecommodatos him self to the horse’s motion by 
an up-and-down spring of the foot. 
In other 
words, he has no occasion to rise, and does not 
como down on the horse with a bang . 
There is 
probably nothing about which wide observation 
IS more necessary to make people talk sensibly 
than aboat horsemanship. 
Every nation whicti 
rides in the saddle has its own system, and for 
that nation its OM'u bridles, sacídles, bits and 
seats arc the best iu the w orld 
The iwau who 
sots about disputing this runs g roat risk, as we 
have said, of being broug ht to siiaiue, 
T w o N oted Kus.slans.

N ew Y o rk . A ug. 10.— Tlie fo rthco ming 
fljjht between J ake Kilrain, o f Baltimo re, and 
J em Smith, the English champio n, is to be 
bo ught In Spain, o n the estate o f the M a r q ui s de 
3an Basilio , o ne o f the richest no blemen o f that 
co untry. After the fight the marquis will ac­ 
co mpany the American party back to this co un­ 
try. If he do es it will no t be the first time that 
he has been o n the western side o f the water, 
and if the fight takes place o n his estate, it may 
be the o ccasio n o f reviving the rather unpleas­ 
ant no to rietv which the marquis enjo yed so me 
years ago when he was darkly charged by the 
press o f the City o f Mexico with having in sti­ 
gated no less than fo ur murders. Ho w truthful 
these charges were no o ne but the marquis will 
perhaps ever kno w. The matter quieted do wn, 
and except fo r o ccasio nal hints in the Mexican 
papers, seems to have been almo st fo rgo tten. 
The histo ry o f this marquis wo uld furnish a 
jplo t fo r a sensatio nal no vel that wo uld gladden 
iho heart o f a small bo y. Thirty years ago yo u 
« night have bo ught a bo x o f matches fro m the 
present marquis o n the streets o f tlie Mexican 
seapo rt Guaymas. No w he is “ o ne o f tftc wealth­ 
iest no blemen o f Spain," and at o ne time aspired, 
it is said, to the hand in marriage o f the yo unger 
sister o f the late Alfo nso , King o f Spain. Years 
ago be was J o rge Carmo na, the match peddler. 
No w he is the Marquis de San Basilio , o ver 
.who m New Yo rk title wo rshippers will rave 
when he visits this city. Even as a match bo y 
the marquis was ambitio us, tho ugh his ambi­ 
tio n never, even in Its wildest flights, so ared to 
» king's sister in tho se days. He o nly aspired 
to beco me a merchandise vender o n a larger scale 
than his retail o peratio ns 3n matches allo wed. 
And his ambitio n was satisfied. By the exercise 
af the natural sftrewdness which he po ssessed, 
and by dint o f clo se applicatio n to business, he 
Boon fo und himself the pro prieto r o f a well 
sto cked little sto re in which matches fo rmed 
o nly an unimpo rtant facto r. 
His business no urished, and with it his ambi­ 
tio n. He no w aspired to the military. 
The 
plebeian pursuits o f a tradesman were beneath 
hia dignity. Acco rdingly he so ld o ut his matches, 
go o d will, etc., and with a part o f the pro ceeds 
o f the sale he purchased a lieutenant's co mmis­ 
sio n in the army o f the republic. 
He was no w a full-fledged spn o f Mars, and he 
did ho no r to his epaulets. 
In the ranks o f the republicans, under J uarez, 
he did no ble service against the French invad­ 
ers. under Maximilian. 
Where the flehting was fiercest, and the bul­ 
let* flew thickest. Lieutenant Carmo na co uld 
always be fo und. 
He became a captain. He became a co lo nel. 
Then he was given co mmand o f a brigade, 
who se co mmander was tempo rarily disabled. 
This was the present Marquis’s o ppo rtunity, 
o r rather o ne o f his o ppo rtunities, fo r he has 
had many. 
His ambitio n, which had made him fo rsake 
the humble but ho nest calling o f a match ped­ 
dler, had kept pace with his advancement in 
life. In fact, it had always kept a slight lead o n 
his advancement. He was in co mmand o f a po ­ 
rtio n o f vital impo rtance to the Republicans. 
To dislo dge him fro m this po sitio n was almo st 
Impo ssible fo r Maximilian. No w o r never was 
Carmo na’s chance, and he grasped it with bo th 
hands. 
Be so ld o ut to the invaders. 
Fo r this piece o f treachery Maximilian reward­ 
ed him by making him master o f the ho rse. Mas­ 
ter o f the ho rso to . Maximilian I., empero r o f 
Mexico , erstwhile a matchbo y o n the streets o f 
Guay mas. Quite a little change. His was the 
mo st desirable po sitio n at the co urt o f the Aus­ 
trian empero r o f Mexico . He lived in the City 
o f Mexico , and fairly ro lled in wealth and lux­ 
ury. He became a great favo rite with Maxi­ 
milian, and was by many co nsidered the mo st 
po werful man at co urt. Wealth po ured in o n 
him fro m all sides. Everybo dy was anxio us to 
gain the go o d will o f the master o f the ho rso , 
and he was in no wiHe backward in letting them 
Bee ho w they co uld do this. Thro ugh his po cket 
they co uld find a never-failing ro ute to his 
heart. 
Then came the crash. 
Thro ugh the interven­ 
tio n o f the United States, Napo leo n o f France 
waf co erced into withdrawing 
his so ldiers, 
who m he had sent o ver to assist Maximilian in 
eetling up his thro ne. 
No w it was republicans 
against ro yalists in Mexico . The Liberal party, 
with J uarez at Its head, against the church 
party, with the fo reign prince at its head. 
The 
republicans triumphed. 
Maximilian was sho t. 
With the fatal six sho ts which rang o ut Maxi­ 
m ilian’s do o m at Queretaro , all o f the fine things 
o f this life with wtiich his master o f the ho rse 
had surro unded himself, was swept away. His 
palace, his co untry place, his carriages, his 
ho rdes, all o f which Maximiian 
had kindly 
transferred fro m the po ssessio n o f his “ rebel­ 
lio us subjects” to him, all, all were go ne. 
The 
unfeeling “ rebels co nfiscated them. Once mo re 
he was plain J o rge Carmo na, with no t a penny 
in bis po cket. 
What was he to do no w? 
Co ntact with all the fine peo ple at Maximil­ 
ia n ’s co urt had po lished his tastes to that extent 
that to go back to his o ld ho nest calling o f sell­ 
in g matches to the walking public he fo und im ­ 
po ssible. The very idea nauseated him. N o : he 
wo uld live like a gentleman—bv his wits. 
Fo r years he had kno cked abo ut the City o f 
Mexico . As a card sharp he sco red his greatest 
triumphs. 
He was a co mplete master o f all 
tho se little tricks which are emplo yed by no t 
o ver scrupulo us “ gentlemen” when their po cket 
bo o ks are slim. But as a card sharp he excelled. 
He co uld pro duce the ace o f spades, o r the king 
o f clubs, o r the queen o f diamo nds, o r the jack 
o f hearts, when they were mo st wanted, with a 
grace and skill bo rn o nly o f lo ng practice. He 
became so pro ficient that after a while his vic­ 
tim* failed him. He was such a regular winner 
that playing with him became mo no to no us to 
his fo rmer lambs. 
Then he became shabby. 
Dreadfully shabby fo r a "gentleman." 
He was getting Into desperate straits when 
ano ther o ne o f his great o ppo rtunities turned 
up. And he pursued it with ail the vim o f an 
o ld huntsman to who m game has beco me scarce. 
M. Vestegui, a Frenchman, who had beco me 
Immensely wealthy o vernight by the disco very 
o f a silver mine o n a piece o f land he o wned, 
died after marrying his co o k, a Mexican wo man, 
begetting three children, bo ys. His co o k must 
have been a mo st excellent co o k, fo r as his 
wido w, he left her half o f his fo rtune, amo unt­ 
ing to nearly $32,000,000. 
This was Carmo na's o ppo rtunity. Thro ugh 
the go o d Madame Vestegui he wo uld ro yallv re­ 
plenish his po ckets. He wo uld mary the fo rmer 
co o k o f the late lamented Vestegui. 
No so o ner said than do ne, o r at « any rate be­ 
gun. The Marquis de Basilio never was a man 
to let grass gro w under his feet. He managed to 
meet the bereaved wido w when she had wo rn 
her weeds fo r six mo nths. The buxo m lady was 
charmed with the po lished Seno r Carmo na, who 
was clo thed in his mo st elegant co urt manners 
and a new « uit o f clo thes o btained fo r the o c­ 
casio n fro m a co nfiding tailo r. 
He pressed his suit fro m the start with an ar­ 
do r wo rthy o f the big stake in sight. 
Mme. 
Vestegui was willing, nay, she was mo re than 
willing, to beco me wife to the gentlemanly Car­ 
mo na, who se supreme elegance fairly awed her. 
But there was an o bstacle. 
The departed Vestegui had left his relict half 
o f hie fo rtune unincumbered in anyway. 
He 
had, ho wever, apjio lnted a famo us lawyer, J o se 
Bo lado , executo r o f his will, and Bo lado was 
managing the estate fo r the jo int benefit o f the 
wido w and the three children, to who m the o ther 
half had been willed. 
The wido w’s lo ve fo r her 
ardent admirer was great, but her respect fo r 
Bo lado was greater. 
His iro n will, his determi­ 
natio n and his superio r intelligence had inspired 
her with a fear o f him which no t even her lo ve 
fo r Carmo na co uld master. And Bo lado fro wned 
do wr. o n the pro po sed unio n. 
He wo uld have 
no ne o^ it. 
Here* was a seemingly insurmo untable stum ­ 
bling blo ck in the way o f Carmo na’s dreams and 
desires. He pleaded with this wido w. 
He im ­ 
plo red her in the name o f his o verwhelming 
passio n to wed. Day after day his lo ve was 
po ured o ut in her willing ears—but it availed 
no t. If Seno r Bo lado wo uld o nly co nsent, yes, 
then—but Seno r Bo lado wo uld no t. 
Fo r mo nths matters sto o d thus. Then o ne 
day in bro ad daylight o n o ne o f the mo st fre­ 
quented streets in the cit'\ in fro nt o f the na­ 
tio nal library, Seno r Bo lado was murdered. He 
was sho t clo wn in co ld blo o d by a yo ung Mexi­ 
can o f . the lo wer class, Ignacio Ro sales 
by 
name, who was emplo yed as br&kemhn o n t' e 
Vera Cruz ro ad. The assassin was captured red 
handed and placed in jail. 
During the night he escaped. Go ld, and much 
go ld o pened his priso n do o rs and he walked o ut. 
Three weeks after Lawyer Bo lado had been 
buried J o rge Carmo na and Mme. Vestegui were 
married, and immediately after the cero mo ny 
they left fo r Euro pe, with the three children o f 
the wo man. Fo r five years no thing was heard 
o f them in the City o f Mexico , except thro ugh 
the newspapers. Fro m this so urce it was learned 
that Hho rtly after the arrival o f the co uple in 
Euro pe the wife o f Seno r Carmo na died rather 
suddenly, leaving her entire fo rtune to her hus­ 
band. The wealthy wido wer spent his mo urn­ 
ing year in Spain, and during this year two o f 
his step-children died. The third bo y left his 
step-father and went to England with friends, 
after his seco nd bro ther’s death. With him the 
marquis is no w engaged in litigatio n fo r the es­ 
tate o f the two dead children. 
So me mo nths after his bereavement J o rge 
Carmo na was made a marqnis by Queen Isa­ 
bella. Why this ho no r was co nferred upo n him 
w as no t learned. But the fo rmer match bo y was 
no w a marquis. 
Well, at the expiratio n o f the five years, the 
Marquis suddenly appeared again in Mexico . 
H is arrival, by so me strange co incidence, hap­ 
pened to be just ten days after the po lice had 
succeeded in recapturiug Ro sah • the murderer 
o f Lawyer Bo lado . fo r who m they had been lay­ 
ing in wait all these years. The murderer had 
been caught lurking abo ut his o ld haunts and 
pro mptly jailed. Precautio ns were taken this 
tim e against that po werful key, go ld, which had 
unlo cked his jail do o r befo re. 
Fo urteen days after his capture the trial o f 
the yo ung assassin was begun. 
All the best tal­ 
ent in the city had been retained fo r his de­ 
fence. The Marqnis de Basilio never was o ut o f 
the ro o m while the trial was in pro gress. 
The pro secutio n 
presented its case. They 
T* claimed the defendant was a hired assassin. 
They pro ved he had never kno wn the dead man 
Bi had hi d no dealings with him, co nsequently 
Tlgto uid tave no o bject in killing him unless it 
psAvas fe r pay. The priso ner's escape had been 
co mpassed immediately after his capture by 
th e free use o f mo ney, yet he was no to rio usly 
po o r, at the time o f the ho micide wo rking fo r 
‘Jo cents a day. Then they pro ved 
that the 
priso ner after escaping fro m jail had 
fled to 
Euro p-s, where, during the five years interven­ 
ing he had lived like a prince, spending mo ney 
lavishly, traveling fro m place to place. Where 
did the means 
co me 
fro m 
to 
pay 
fo r 
all this unless 
it 
was 
a 
part 
o f 
the 
blo o d 
mo nev 
received 
fo r 
murder­ 
ing Bo lado ? Where did the mo ney co me fro m 
to pay fo r the array o r legal t alent assembled fo r 
We defence'/ Surely no t fro m the defendant.

T h ey

n ig h tly “ Wliitmania.” Ho do es no t, he explains, 
take back anything he has fo rmerly said o n tho 
“ thrilling anti fiery fo rce” o f Whitman’s “ gusty 
rheto ric;” no r do es he deny that Whitman has 
“ said wise and no ble things upo n such simple 
and eternal subjects as life and death, pity and 
enmity, friendship and fighting.” 
What he pro ­ 
tests against is “ Whitmania” —the attempt to 
give Whitman a high place amo ng the po ets; 
and what he seeks to do is, in the name o f 
“ co mmo n sense and so und criticism,” to flo g 
such Whitmaniacs “ into their straight waitco ats, 
o r 
* 
* 
* 
(straight pettico ats.” To make 
go o d a claim to the title o f “ po et” a man must, 
Mr. Swinburne po ints o ut, either be a “ singer” 
o r a “ maker.” 
As fo r Walt Whitman's claim o n 
the fo rmer sco re, Mr. Swinburne answers “ Tu 
es po eto co mme mo u—so ulier.” Whitman is 
abso lutely deficient in “ metre, rhythm, cadence.” 
His verses are almo st as bad as tho se at which 
Mr. Carlyle was “ go o d eno ugh to try his hand,” 
o r tho se which have been “ allo wed to pass 
muster” fo r po etry under Byro n's name. 
Whit­ 
man is an “ o ro tund o ratist;” he is no t a singer. 
And neither, adds Mr. Swinburne, is ho a 
“ maker.” On this sco .ro he ranks with Mr. 
Martin Tapper. 
They 
canno t 
even evo ke 
shado ws, like Mr. J ames Macpherso n; they can 
o nly “ accumulate wo rds.” “ As to his o riginal­ 
ity in the matter o f free speaking, it need o nly 
be o bserved,” says Mr. Swinburne, “ that no rc- 
markablo mental gift is requisite to qualify man 
o r wo man fo r membership o f a sect mentio ned 
by Dr. J o hnso n—the Adamites, who believed in 
the virtue o i! public nudity.

at the po lling place and begged all who came up 
to vo te against the sale o f whisky. 
Yo ung men 
who were kno wn as anti-pro hibitio nists were 
besieged, and attempts were made to fo rce tick­ 
ets into their hands. 
Tho se who refused them 
were implo red to sho ve in a dry ticket. 
Such 
remarks as “ Oh, he’s to o nice a man to vo te 
against pro hibitio n,” “ If he do es I’ll never apeak 
to him again,” etc., were co mmo n, and so me 
even went so far as to say to so me o f tho yo ung 
men that if they vo ted the wet ticket they'wo uld 
be o stracized fro m so ciety. 
During thè pro g­ 
ress o f tho vo ting brass bands paraded the 
streets, fo llo wed by cro wds with pro hibitio n 
banners, and lemo nade, sandwiches 
atxl o ther 
things were handed to the blue-ribbo ned vo ters 
witho ut respect to co lo r.

F am e an d F o r tu n e . 
F ro m th e Chicago M ail. 
Early in the sixties the raising o f the level o f 
Chicago had put all the principal do wn to wn 
streets a half-do zen feet abo ve the basement 
windo ws o f ho uses and sto res. 
The o wners, o f 
co urse, set abo ut resto ring the o ld o reler o f 
things, and the metho d which mo st o f them 
were ado pting was to so cut the timbers that the 
basement flo o ring co uld be slipped up to where 
the seco nd sto ry belo nged, the seco nd sto ry 
flo o r to the third and the third to the ro o f. Tho 
result was that fo ur sto ry buildings became 
simply three sto ry o nes and so o n do wn. 
Pull­ 
man sto o d at the co rner o f Rando lph and Dear­ 
bo rn streets watching this so rt o f o peratio n in 
pro gress o n o ne o f tho o ld brick buildings. 
;W hy do n’t yo u,” he said to the o wner, “ raise 
the building fro m the gro und? Then it wo uldn’t 
be necessary to tear tlie inside o f the building 
to pieces.” 
The o wner turned to Pullman and 
remarked that it might have escaped his no tice 
that the building was brick, no t wo o d. 
“ No ,” 
the answer was, “ it was plain tho ho use was 
brick and o ld: but it was just as plain that the 
■who le structure co uld be raised fro m 
the 
gro unel witho ut breaking any o f the plastering 
and witho ut disturbing even the furniture.” 
Tliis co nversatio n was histo rical. 
It turned 
o ut to bo o f very great co nsequence to a great 
many peo ple, and there are any number o f peo ­ 
ple familiar with all its details. 
The real estate 
o wner to ld Geo rge M. Pullman that if we co uld 
raise a ho use in that way, and co uld guarantee 
that it wo uld bo do ne safely, ho wo uld like to 
have him raise the brick drug sto ro that sto o d 
o n tho co rner directly o ppo site wliero the Bo r­ 
den blo ck no w is. 
Ho w much wo uld it co st? 
The lio use-raiser—Pullman was in that business 
then—said he’d take the co ntract fo r just what 
it co st by the o ld-fasnio ned metho d. 
There wo redickerings, naturally; but finally 
abo ut o ne hundred men o ne mo rning surro und­ 
ed the brick drug sto re and began to put in 
place a fo rest o f jack-screws—o ld citizens say 
that there wero a tho usand o f them. 
These 
had befcn bo ught, so me o f them, and bo rro wed. 
All the screws is to wn wero o n that lo t, and 
hundreds that had been bro ught fro m do wn 
East 
A. B. Pullmrn, a bro ther, sto o d at o ne 
co rner and the millio naire president o f the Pal­ 
ace Car co mpany at ano ther. 
As Geo rge M. 
Pullman raised his arm A. B. Pullman raised 
his, and then each man gave o ne turn to the 
three o r fo ur jack-scro ws that were under his 
charge. 
Half Chicago was o n the spo t. 
After three o r fo ur turns had been given, and 
while the cro wd was waiting to see the struc­ 
ture start, Geo rge M. Pullman waved his arms, 
A. B. Pullman waved his, and the men dro pped 
their cro wbars fo r tho day. 
Tho cro wd went 
away wo ndering. 
The building which had 
sho wed tho first day no sign o f budging the 
next mo rning was clear o f the gro und by an 
inch o r mo re. 
The tensio n o f the timbers 'had 
wo rked everything clear o f the gro und o ver 
night. 
Tho cro wd when it came do wn tlio 
next day was amazed when it saw that the brick 
building sto o d o n the jack-screws; that even 
the bo ttles o n the drug sto re shelves had no t 
been disturbed, and that custo mers co uld co me 
and go by way o f a stairway that had been 
built 
That building went up and up, and the fo un­ 
datio n was built under it, and the who le o f Chi­ 
cago was at Pullman's feet 
Ho raised a who lo 
blo ck o f buildings so o n after that strung alo ng 
o n Lake street, fro m LaSalle to Clark, and that 
co mprised all so rts o f structures, so me big and 
so me little, so me jo ined by party walls and so me 
clear o f their neighbo rs.' Then ho raised the 
great Tremo nt ho use, a structure as largo as it 
is no w—big o no ugli to ho ld five hundred peo ­ 
ple and built o f massive granite, 
That sho wed 
what Geo rge M Pullman co uld do in the way o f 
ho use raising. 
Abo ut this time a keen Yankee had go t per­ 
missio n fro m the Michigan So uthern railro ad 
to go thro ugh tho night cars with a ho ad-rest, 
which ho o ffered fo r 50 cents, to screw o n the 
back o f a passenger’s seat 
It to o k very well, 
and the Yankee fo und that a go o d many peo ple 
were willing to pav simply fo r the luxury o f a. 
head rest 
Geo rge M. Pullman saw the thing, 
settled at o nce in his mind that it was a thing 
that was go o d, and bo ught o ut tho Yankee and 
his patents. 
He had fo r a time the same privil­ 
eges that tho o riginal Yankee had, and then 
asked that an o ld car be set aside fo r him to 
make experiments with. 
The Pullman Palace 
Car co mpany, who se $2 0 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 sto ck is 
selling abo ve 150, and who se surplus is no w 
figured at # 1 0 ,000,000, sho ws ho w well Pull­ 
man wo rked up the idea o f that head-rest

Fjo rd scenery is peculiarly natural. 
True,

To ­ 
day a po lar wind rushes shivering fro m th§ 
fro zen no rth o ver leagues o f sno w to shrivel 
Araminta's delicate skin and fo rce the blo o d to 
the chilled surface, till its fine red and white 
are purple; to -mo rro w the ardent sun burns the 
end o f her tip-tilted no ae; next day a vicio un 
zephyr sweeps up the gritty dust o f the pave­ 
ment in great swirls and eddies, rubbing it into 
her face like so me malicio us imp o f the air; then 
fo llo ws an unexpected flo o d, giving her west 
clo thes, a co ld and indigestio n, and resultant 
pimples. 
And these vagaries precede mo nths o f 
dry, parching heat, that leaves a legacy o f tan. 
sunburn and freckles.

these hazardo us allies is rapidly increasing. 
Go rgeo us “ parlo rs” abo iind in o ur large cities 
where to pro prietary spiders allure the silly 
flies o f fashio n that buzz and shine o nly to be 
so en. 
In these retreats a who le new o utfit o f 
beauty may bo purchased cheap fo r cash. 
A 
new bust, newly tapered fingers with (practi­ 
cally) new nails, new* hair, new eyebro ws, new 
feet, and a brand-new co mplexio n, are a few o f 
the tempting wares o ffered. 
The fo untain o f 
yo uth is no w bo ttled, labelled, and so ld at re­ 
tail in small quantities. 
Newspapers spread a 
kno wedgo o f this industry to the farthest ham­ 
let, and Alaska and Arizo na send o rders fo r 
Beauty’s Benefactio n and Cleo patra's Co mplex­ 
io n Cream. 
If it wero o nly a questio n o f mo ney wasted 
and fo lly enlightened it wo uld no t bo wo rth 
while to preach upo n this text, perhaps. 
But 
pro bably nine o ut o f every ten o f the co smetics 
in market are po sitively harmful. 
White lead, 
bismuth, arsenic, and o ther po werful po iso ns 
are the usual base. 
They impart fo r a time an 
artificial blo o m, always "fo llo wed by a darken­ 
ing and co arsening o f the grain o f the skin. 
Tho habitual use o f arsenic in pills, wafers, 
o r so lutio n results in a disturbance o f the cir­ 
culatio n, a weakened actio n o f the heart, and 
no t seldo m in paralysis. 
The Egyptian and Ro man ladies, who were so 
famo us fo r their beauty o f co mplexio n, are 
said, indeed, to liavo used pastes and ungunts 
and medicated baths. 
But it is pro bablo that 
their co smetics wero o f the simplest, the equiv­ 
alent o f o ur harmless ro ae-water and glycerine 
fo r the ao o thing o f an irritated surface o r the 
whitening o f the hands. 
It is certain that the 
efficacy o f tho bath lay in their frequency and 
tho ro ughness. 
To an Egyptian princess o r 
Ro man no ble’s wife we mo derns, with o ur 
mo rning’s hasty dip into a tub o f tepid water, 
wo uld rank with tho gro at unwashed. 
Fro m 
the ecalding and rinsing and scraping and rub­ 
bing and kneading and o iling that their bathing 
invo lved they camo fo rth with skins o f velvet, 
bo causo every ato m o f waste was remo ved and 
every o rgan m the bo dy was maintained at its 
full eliminative po wer. 
They changed their 
bo dv-linen every day as well, and by this 
scrupulo us cleanliness o ffset in ao mo degree 
their Bins against tho sto mach. 
Amo ng mo derns, English wo man, as a rule, 
po ssess in yo uth and keep till ago tho finest 
co mplexio ns. 
Their climate is kind to them. 
Its perpetual mo isture seems to keep them in 
perpetual blo o m, as it do es their wo nderful 
ro ses. 
But besides their climate, their custo ms 
favo r them. 
English girl« are kept in the nurs­ 
ery o r the scho o l-ro o m, free fro m the excite­ 
ment o f late ho urs, rich fo o d, adult so ciety, 
fashio nable dro ss o r habits, till their co nstitii- 
tio ns are established and their physique de­ 
velo ped. 
The simple fo o d, daily bath, ho urs 
spent o ut-o f-do o rs,o n fo o t o r o n ho rseback, aud 
uneventful life, give them so und sto machs, 
hearty livers, aud tranquil nerves, and the 
beautyful co lo ring is a matter o f co urse.

if the wo man o f this generatio n have lo st their 
freshness thro ugh carelessness o r igno rance, o r 
spite o f climate, they can, at least, rear their 
daughters to preserve that inheirtance o f beauty 
to which mo st Americans are bo rn.
